Uideed the question of yeprin s is an 
impertant vie, it mot only confronts the 
beginner, bur the advanced collector, [00, 
finds with him, ik is pure than an idle 
question, More thin oer, does a question 
like this confront the ndyanced cellector. 
whtere Isa space to be filled, and should be 
hited by all means, Naw, Jones, will sell me 
the o iginal staurp for $7.25, and Smith offers 
me oa reprint for 25 cents. “Which shall I 
Bite camdsiits bieliaqnele chat this question 
becoties 60 impormant. 

The suiject of Reprints isso vast that to 
trent if adequarely would require too much 
space, RBuriwe inust make some distinctions 
inan attiely of this kind and for that reason 
this necessary to establish before going any 
farther just what a reprint in the menerally 
2e eped sete of the word is, Reprints have 
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been variously defined, One author calls them 
“Stamps reprinted frem the original plates 
after the issue is obsolete.” But it is evident 
that a definition of this sort is somewhat 
objectionable for the reason that the question 
of whois to dothe reprinting is left open to 
doubt. In other words, a reprint printed from 
the original plates by private persons, is on 
the same level as one printed from the origin- 
al plates by or under the direction of the gov- 
ernmeut. ‘Chis it seems to us, is a distinction 
which alters the whole subject, for reprints 
have been che work of both these sgents. But 
since there dues exist a distinction, it is pos- 
sible to diseuss this matter from several stand- 
points, and thus draw one good and solid 
conc] sion. 

Let xs stop right here, long enough to en— 
quire why ieprints ate colleeted. Are they 
collected because they serve the same purpose 
as the original to the casual observer and cost 
less, or becanse the original is not generally 


obtainab ‘\ile the former is an excuse 
very of! », the later should be the rule. 
No repr! ould be placed in one’s album 
unless tl: ginal is so scarce as tc make its 
price fx ond the reach of the collector. 
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Tlavirg acespted this rule our next step is 
tie two vatieties of reprints, 

‘These two varierfes are the result of govern- 
nant albawing privare persons to reprint 
their issues (either through the sale or Joan 
of the plures}) when instead of doing that 
worn chem-elves his hus been done very 
often, and whenever dene we are confronted 
with the qiestion as to their wortheness of 
reposits in an albnin, while it is true that 
some ji: ¥e this been pint -d with the sanction 
or under che direetion of the gcvernment, it 
ig also true ou che other hand, that some have 
heen reprinted withont such authority, The 
latter must of course be at once branded as a 
connterfeit und they can hold no position 
wil the eallector, Bat the former present a 
nivre different problem. The question is 
‘shoal t they be collected? In my opinion 
thes are collectable; though far from being 
preferable They shonld be resorted to only 
when it is utterly impossible to secure the 
original, for when a private person in a 
private enpacity uses the seal of a country, 
and xn sranip isa variation of the seal, the seal 
isweorrhless, [pf is on example of what the seal 
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looks like and further than that it has no real 
value, 

But of government reprints one cannot say 
much more, Indeed they are also only an ex— 
ample, a pictorial representation of what a 
stump is like aud while they are more desir- 
able than the others, they cantot or should 
not be more valuable. Jluwever, since to 
secure copies of all stamps is an impossibility 
the collection of these, as such, is advised. 

As I said before the subject of reprints is a 
vast topic. Fain would I dweil on it at some 
len.th. bit timeand space says halt. But I 
can conclude no better than by urging the 
eoll ctor to strive for the original, and after 
that the enverument reprint — thus diseourag 
-ing the private reprint (sometimes called a 
counterfeit.)

The apeculat- 
ive taint uttuched io some of these stamps has had a 
tendency to impair their favor but they are collected by 
& Freaf Inany collectors still. 

The current $3, Docamentary which has appeared in 
two eolers, brown-litac and reddish brown has been 
seen in unother color; orange. This is undiubtedly a 
color changeling, and was caused by exposure, aa there 
is no proof to show that this stamp was ever officially 
printed in this eolor. 

The 1858 onecent green posatace (U.S: ) stamp sur- 
charged 7. wy. is begining to rise in value. I have seen 
many dealers who say that they find it hard to fill 
orders for this atamp, and when they do sell them get 
nearly or full catalogue prives for them. Some years 
ago, Adie persona were foolish enough to decry this 


error, saying that the prices then asked for good copies 
(75e down to fc) were teo much. Now, the sayings of 
the wiseacres have turned out to be false, and it ia now 
going to “‘boon.”?
